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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3/04 is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the examiner is considering the 
information disclosure statement. 

Claims 1-17 contains the trademark/trade name acetosol yellow 5GLS. Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 
1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used 
properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is 
used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or 
trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe 
class of yellow dyes and, accordingly, the identification/descriptionis indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are indefinite in the term "acetosol yellow 
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5GLS' because the term "acetosol yellow 5GLS' appears to be a generic trademark. 
See ACS File registry no. 92091-43-5. As such the scope of the term is unclear 
because the term does not identify any particular material or product. A trademark or 
trade name is used to identify a source of goods not the goods themselves. Thus a 
trademark or trade name is incapable as a matter of law of identifying or describing the 
goods associated with the trademark or trade name 

Instant specification identifies acetosol yellow 5GLS as Color index (C.I. number 138) 
The C.I. number does not identify the dye compound. Rather the C.I. number like a 
trademark or trade name only identifies the color of the dye. The chemical composition 
of the dye used by applicant must be disclosed. The instant specification does not 
identify the chemical structure and a person of ordinary skill in the art would not know 
the chemical identity of the dye. The C.I. numbers are generic descriptions of the 
materials that meet a certain color and properties. See the Color Index vol. 7, pp. 7234- 
7235 describing C.I. solvent yellow 138. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-17 are under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Haggquist et al 
[6544702] in view of Turnblom [4106934] and Kawahara et al [5700614]. Haggquist 
teaches a charge transport layer in a photoconductive member having a yellow dye to 
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reduce or eliminate the room light fatigue exhibited by multi-layered photoreceptors. The 
charge transport layer contains the yellow dye with known charge transport molecules. 
Turnblom teaches that the 9-flourenone is a good charge transport molecule and 
Kawahara et al teaches that tetraphenylcyclopentadienone is a good charge transport 
molecule note compound number 1. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of success to use the 
known charge transport molecules with the yellow dyes to prevent fatigue of the 
photoreceptor having a multi-layered structure.
